Parly UoYerument. 

It Is uow nearly a year since onr 
lon.l conteroporury had an article opon 
Keeponrible Govornmeni, wborein that 
form of adminiHtration was rigidly de- 
fined as Puriy Government puro and 
esuentiul. The represbiHaiives of the 
people wore desoiibod as ranging them- 
Betves in two putties, the "ins" and 
the u ouis,'» the- one Btriving to retain 
office, the other Btroggling to gain office. 
AVitti iheao extremely patriotic otjocis 
in Blew, every nuauuTO would bo met 
in a party *pint, ovoiy vote- cast for u 
purelj party or solfiab obj :Ct. In abort, 
n scramble for iho •« loc-ves and fiahb« " 
wou'd constitute the real object and 
work ot Parliament, the leader ol each 
party urging bid followed to the attack 
with tbe celebiated war-cry of iho moui- 
b er for Viotoiia Di&ttict— "To the 
victors beloug the spoils !»' This wae 
our oouiemporary'n definition of -Re- 
sponsible Govornmcn',aud anyone who 
dared take exception to the correctness 
Of that definition was coarsely denouco 
ed as au enemy to that form of admini?- 
traticn. Siuco tbat timo namerouf 
articles have emanated from tbe earae 
eoarcp, the apparent object of whiob 
bas boon to educato public opiniou up, 
or, ratber let us say, down to tbo idea 
of tbe most rigid pany poliliop. Tbo 
last oi thnso artioloa tnudo its oppoar- 
nnco on Saturday, und io it the electors 
are strongly urged to return nono but 
out and oat party mm. Now, wo are 
well aware tbat the oltimaie result of 
the woi king out of B .'sponsible Gov- 
ernment is party— that is to say, tbo 
representatives ot too people will gradu- 
ally settle into two distinct political 
pertios, the oi o being tbe party in 
power aud the other being tbo Opposi- 
tion. But, then, this is the result ol 
the grudual divirgenco of political vio.vs 
M two (Jistitioi ol i-oliucal princi- 
ple* are evolved. It will be eeon, 
therefore, tha'. our contemporary 
ooatounda cuuee Dud effooi, or ra:bor 
eubsti.uius the one for iho other. It i» 
ptoposed to divide the people end their 
ropreMeutaavos iuto two hosiile politici 1 
parties iu the first instance, before any 
two sets <.f poll icil opiuions exist. Diserse 
political pnuci^les cous itute the only 
li uu bdais ot p »rty ; and wnere ihe^e dc 
nut»xiat p:>iiy degenerates to mer«< 
fuc iOD— an urineeuily uud unprincipled 
Berauiblo tor utlice, where tbo itneie.-t- 
of the country ure sacrificed to suit. 
Tins latter condition is precisely thai 
which our contemporary is so anxious 
to bring about iu British Columbiu. Bui 
that is not ti uu JEt'iip jusibie Guverumeui. 
1l is tbo abuse, the prostitution ot the 
tiue principle of Rj ponsibie Govern- 
i) em. It is the vilo t, the moat repul- 
live cancutura of the r-js'.pm that our 
couiomiorary bas drawn. In the p«ut 
there may in noma sense be t-aid to 
hbve been two parties— iho govoining 
and the governed ; but the P e have been 
Classes rather than parties. It bus 
been the whole body of the peoplo in 
oppos nun to an eastuiialiy unpopular 
form Ot government. But there are 
not two aibtinot eels of political opinions 
and priucples in the Colony; auJ H i» 
hoped there may not bo for some tiino to 
Oume. Tnore are uot, thtrelore, any 
political parlies to meet the now Gov 
eminent uuoer tbo new dibpensuiion, und 
it ib'.'J behopsd that the po'ioy ol tbo new 
Government may be ot ..uch a diameter 
aa will uoi give gooa reu^-ou tor the im- 
mediate form»nou ol two political p Tiiea, 
ibe one bovine to tbe oilier. Tbo cuiu- 
niuoiij is s»' ul1 : "J* 10 '' 1111 oUl ot wbioD 
to ruake bglstators and Cabinet Minis- 
ters is uono too plentiful, unci it is eai- 
ncailytobe wished ;uut, instead ul 
prematurely ana ueedleably dividiug oil'

ly determined io construed the new 
Government upon suob a basis as will 
uafce party a Ibiug 0"'y ot the diataut 
iuture. O^r couiempojary urgus tbo 
eltciora to return party men- men who 
will follow Mr UeUuamoain his U..f8asou. 
iou hostility to any and every Goverii- 
jueiit ot which ho is not a member,— who 
Will, with Unu, go lor the apoilo ot olbot. 
We, thu ooutrary, advise tho peoplo

Gfcologlcal Survey. 

An Ottawa cormpondont announces 
that the director of tbe geological bu-«> 
vey would shortly leave fo: this colony. 
It will bo remembered that tbe goc-kgi- 
oal survey of Biiti=b Columbia was 
made ono of tbe conditions of uni in, and 
the annouicotneiit already alluded to 
shows with how muoh promptitude t'ao 
Cuuadian Government is disposed to 
oarry out Its ongagoments. Tbo Goo • 
logical survey of British Columbia muy 
bo regarded as only second in import- 
ance to the railway survey, AH thought- 
ful persons must feel that mineral de- 
velopment, in this o 'lony is only in its 
infancy, and that our knowledge of tbo 
geological formation and chaiaoler of 
tbo country is extremely meugre and 
imperfect. A geological survey by such 
competent auiiiori>y as is being eeui 
T»tn Canada will uot only supply in- 
formation ol great, practical usefulness 
to those iu the colony, but it will carry 
with it ooufidence abroad, and if (uvjr- 
able, as it is quite certain to bo, will bo 
the means of uttraoting both population 
uud cupilal to the country. There is a 
general beliof in the existence of rioh 
gold and Bilver quariz very much nearer 
ban either Caiiooo or Omitieca, and it 
is ujO-U desirable that scioiico should be 
brought to our aid in deciding tho q'.ies- 
lion. So fur, t-cioneohas had extroaiely 
littlo to do oitiier with tho discovery 
or tlic extractiou ot the precious metals 
in Hush Columbia, und it the presence 
.>f those motals is as widespread and 
abundant as most persons appear to 
imugme, it would, indeed, ho difficult to 
overestimate tho importance of a proper 
geological survey by compoteut men.

Dsatu or Josbi'u Austen, K?<j.— On Sunday 
nftemoon at 5 o'clock tho onrlhly career of 
'Judgo'Josepu Austen,Uio oldeit aud, probably, 
most respected citizen of Victoria, wua closed, 
and yesterday too remains were conveyed to 
their last resting pluce at the cemelory by n. 
number of friends. Mr Austoa was a 
native of Halifax, Nova Scutift, having been 
bora at that now flourishing city when it was 
Utile moro than a fiatiitin village, in 
1782. Early in life ho embarked io com- 
mercial pursuits, and during tho war ol 1812- 
14 with the United States frequently sailed as 

• upercirgo of vessels that required all the skill 
oud vijji'ance of those in charge to ovade the 
privateers that then infested Uie Atlantic. Mr 
Austen wiib present at&heut in 1814 when the 
treaty of peace wis signed by the liritish and 
American Commissioners. Ho rode to Ghent 
in the same carrioge with Henry Oliy, Aloert 
Gallatin and Mv Uayard, tbe American Com- 
missioners. Subsequently, in company with 
those gentlemen he rode through Ilnssia in a 
drosky, parting with iheiu at Cronsiadt, whore 
the Judge rejoined nis ship. While at Si 
Petersburg tho Judge attended a Statu Ball 
given by the Cur ol Russia in honor of tbe 
American OomniiBsiourra, and used to relate 
with much apparent pleasure the scenes and 
incidents that came under bis observation on 
that occasion. Soon after the discovery of 
gold Mr Austen cune to Calilornia and en- 
gaged in the hardware business ; but bin 
entire properly was swept away in a lew 
miaules by a disastrous hie that occurred in 
1851. In 185B tho Jud^e joined a Vwilauca 
Committee and assisted in ridding ihe ciiy 
of a horde of ruflians who had made San 
Francisco their rendezvous. In the fall ot 
the name year he was elected Justice of the 
Peace, whence came tho title of " Judge," by 
whioh he was boat known to the citizens 
ol Victoria. In 1858 the suDject of this sketch 
landed at Victoria with Mr Robert Ausien,his 
nephew, and wisely invested a portion of his 
means in real es'ato. Mr Austen was univer- 
sally beloved by.all classes. Hn waa hospita- 
ble and amiable', a trusty friend and a walking 

• ncjclopediiot historical events which occur- 
red during bia lifetime, and of many ol which 
be wai an eye-witness. His faith in th- saving 
powe'rof Christ was unbounded and tbe Bible 
was his most constant companion. He belonged, 
however, to a religious sect called the S>n- 
daminiana, who, while founding their belief 
en the Bible, do not recognize the power of 
man to consecrate and dedicate a building to 
tbe worship of God. Tbe pathway of our de- 
ceased triend to the gnve was smoothed by the 
kind attentions of his devoted nephew and 
other friends. Hia end waa calm and peaceful : 
for days tbe light of life flickered so dimly 
In the earthly tabernacle that 

"Thoy thought him dyins; when ho alept, 
Atd sleeping when he dltd " 

At the particular request of Mr Amten be- 
fore he died, the fuuerhl wai conriucled with- 
out any religious service. Tbe friends wi re 
no insignii of mourning und no clergyman 
was present. A few of bis friends gathered ai 
the residence of Mr W P Bayward, where 
thejeoflired remaina wero placed iu tho heurse 

• nd followed to tho cemetery. The remains 
were then lowered inio Ihe grave, a few 
handfule of eaith aprinkled upon the coffin 
Bid there the body will lie till tho last dread 
day. Mr Aumet) was a half-brother of the 
Hoo Joseph Howe, of tbe DomiDioo Mioit- 
try, of whom ho always spoke in turms of 
pride end afleciion. 



Sib John A. Macdonald. — The following 
passage from a leading American newspaper 
will help to show what a high estimate our 
neighbors have formed of tho Canadian Pre. 
misr ; " The very groat ability ot Sir John A. 
Macdonald, the Canadian Premier, who was 
in the Commission, enabled him to eet out of 
the difficulty, with flying co'ors. Not only 
is there no conclusion reached, but tbo right 
of Canada to control the fishery question is 
acknowledged, ft concession which even the 
Reciprocity Treaty of 1855 did not make.**** 
"It will thus be Been that Sir John nas man- 
aged to pluck the flower safely from the net- 
tled danger ; and to muddle the question in 
such a way as to guin decided advantages In 
any future arrangement. Thero is really no 
part ol tho treaty where the superior diplo- 
mntio talent oftbe English Commissioners is 
aeon to greater advantage than in the manner 
in which they have been able lo got out of tho 
difficulties of tho Canadian question," 

Tins Canadian Pacific Railway. • — Tho Hon 
Mr Langevin, in addressing his constituents 
lu the city of Quebec, Baid | " I must endeavor 
to remove the false Impression which have 
been put In circulation with regard to 'bo 
railway to British Columbia. Notwithstanding 
what baa been said to tho contrary. The 
Dominion Government will not build tho 
Pacific Railway by means of money grants, 
The Government will give public lands to the 
co-npanies which will construct the road, la 
distributing theae lands it will reserve 
alternate lots, bo that as tho companies induce 
settlement on their properties ,lbe lots reserved 
bv government will proportionably iucreaso in 
value; and I agajn ropoat, that it wilt not 
give any money for tho construction of tho 
road, or through it impose an extra cent in tax- 
ation." 

This Siutino Rink will bo opened on Wed- 
nesday evening.

Than ikatlntr, there ia no moro healthful re- 
creation nor graceful accompliehment, nnd 
we have confldenco that tho rink will Bonn 
become. a favorito pluoe of resort for both 
inxoo. 



The Position of Canada. — In addrefsiog 
hie constituent! ibe Hon Mr Langevm, Min- 
ister of Works, eaid, in togattl lo Iho Treaty 
of Washington : — * We ba»e been told in 
ctutain newspapers that the Canadian (Jov- 
ornment, with iia Prime Minister', had Bold 
the GsberioB of Canada und betrayed tbo 
trust the people had reposed in thorn. Whut 
are toolsets? So soon us ihe Government 
ol Canada hoard that tho intention wax to 
givo op tho fisheries cf the Provinces ol Que- 
b?o, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia to the 
joint working of ibe Americans and Cana- 
dians for tbo small consideration mentioned 
in ibe ireaty, Ibey protested energetically und 
cansed their protest to be sect to England by 
cable as well bb by mail, and Sir John Mac- 
donald, Iho P ime Minister, did not lag be- 
hind. He deolired hid Hltong objection and 
determined opposition to that way of s-t li .g 
the question of ihe fisbeiiaa. Nevortheiuas 
the British Government, having before them 
tba protest (if tbe Government of Canada aod 
the opposition of i^ir John A Macdonald in 
the Joint High Commission, direo'.ed the 
Joint High Commission lo sign the tteaiy, 
ioseiving io Canada iu ihe treaty tbo right lo 
accept or reject iho clauses in relation to 
the fisheries. The Government of Great 
Britain, I have no doubt, feel that question* 
that have been ao long open between ibe two 
ooontriea Bhouldj whim tbo opportunity olkrn, 
bo eottled lotever. It will be for Englatd 
io show to Canada what reason und induce- 
ments thero are for us bb u people to raii'y 
ttiut portion ol the treuiy r e Ir» i i n y to the fish- 
eries, but in the meantime Canada remains 
free to aot, the Government of Canada is 
uutrammBled— I say all tho Ministers^ iu>> 
eluding tha Prime Minister, remain tree to 
act ua tbe interests of Canada may require. 
Parliament will have the matter laid beforo 
it next Bes3ion and the represenlutives of tho 
people will then be in a position lo say wh> tber 
thu reasons given by England lor the rati ticui 
Hon of that portion ot tbo in my by tu are 
such as tbo Hue ioteresis of Cuouda call lot. 1 



Tub Public Health —We hove now en- 
tered upou that season of tbo year when the 
publio health constitutes a serious question, 
and when Ihe soaot sanitary macbioary of 
tbe ciiy feels a strain. Vioioria is natural- 
ly eminently healthy, and if it weic nut lor 
the total absence of anythiog like a system 
ol sawerago to oarry ofl corrupt accumula- 
tions, it would be practically so — Ihere would 
he no need ol sanitary machinery. As it is 
Victoria ia remarkably fcoaliby ; but in or- 
der that its reputation for healthiness moy 
I o sustained, it will be ubsoluiely necessary 
lor the Binitary machinery lo bo kept in uc- 
tive raoiiou daring tbe season of heat. Wo 
alluded in our Ust edition to a pestilential 
pool io John»un ravine. Oo Sunday tbe 
uflluvium from that ravine was terrible, 
causing ladies to bury their poses deep iu 
tbeir pocket handkeichiefa as ibsy passed 
to and Iro, But there ure othel cesspools 
in scarcely le-s need of attention. We know 
very well trial tb j gentlemen composing iho 
Board of Health have a thankless and dis- 
Hureeuble du'y to p-rlorm. Bui at the Bauie 
time they havo assumed the moat weighty 
responsibilities, and public opinion will bi 
disposed to hoi I them lo a strict account 
L'l tneir endeavors to huv* every foul spot 
sought out and cleansed be prrmpt and of- 
leciive and tbe publio will know bow tu ap- 
preciate their valuable services.
